1 . Applicant's arguments filed 03 August 206 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In Remark , applicant agues that " the blinking display in Furuyama, shows 
that the flow of operation is in a state of waiting (column 1 1 , lines 26-27). It displays an 
adequate state of reproduction (column 10, line 6). The examiner correctly notes that 
the blinking display indicates a playback standby time . However, such indication 
does not teach an evaluation .... Therefore Furuyama does not teach an evaluation 
means for evaluating a playback state ..." In response the examiner disagrees , the 
indication of blinking display as disclosed by Furuyama is a result produced from an 
evaluation of a playback state ( a reproduction state) . The system control means of 
Furuyama is a evaluation means since it generates the blinking display based on a 
state of the playback.
